A Few Observations on the Art of 
Kissing. 

The Great Variety of Smacks Lovers Have to 
Choose From—Ordinary Every=Day Kissing 
and the Kind that is Historically Important 
—National Modes of Salutation.

Can you analyze a kiss? If not you had better 
credit Sam Slick’s assertion that itis like creation 
because “itis made out of nothing and is very 
good.” This, however, is very good for an article 
of the first water, but there are as many kinds of 
kisses as the eye has languages. There is first 
the infant kiss. The tiny lips and little, passion- 
less face is moulded into smiles by a kiss, the 
first lesson in the language of life, and as it 
resis ith the arms that are made of ten- 
derness and piliowed on a mother’s bosom, 
who shall fathom Yhe deep, earnest love &nd 
proud hope ofa mother’s kiss? And when, too 
pure for earth, the little spirit wings its way to 
the somewhere unknown lana, does not it seem 
as if her very life woula go ,out with the last sad 
kiss to the pulseless clay? Should the infant be 
spared to be her stay in the decline of life “Moth- 
er’s last kiss’’ will be a spell to keep the schoot- 
boy in the right path when other home influences 
aré forgotten or fled. And in later years “Moth 
er’s last kiss” may prove.the salvation of ew a 
man whose lips have long been suilied and defiled 
by impurity. Though its influence may slumber, 
itcan never be effaced, and through good or Ill 
the memory of that kiss will confinue until be 
sleeps to wake no more. 
THE KISS SENTIMENTAL 
is usually exchanged between lovers in the 
midday of lie and pale moonlight of the 
garden, in some grotto or shady retreat, 
even swinging on the gate or listening to the 
murmur of the sea as it breaks upon the sand.

the Rev. Sidney Smith’s directions should be 
faithfully followed. He says: “We are in favor 
of a certain amount of shyness when a kiss is 
proposed, but it should not be too long. and when 
the fair one gives it, let it be administered with 
warmth and energy; let there be soulinit.§ If 
she clese her eyes and sigh immediately after it 
the effect is greater. She shouid be careful not to 
slobber a kiss, but give it as a humming-bird runs 
his bill in a honeysuckie—deep but delicate.

Don’t grab and yank the lady as if 
she: was a srnagilng colt. Don’t muss her hair, 
scrunch down her collar, bite her cheeks, squizzle 
her ribbons, and leave her mussed and rumpled. 
Take good aim, the lips meet, the eyes close, the 
heart opens, heaven itself opens before you, and, 
the art of kissing is learned.”

The 
Egyptians bad it of the Assyrians, the Greeks of 
the Egyptians, from the former the custom passed 
to the Romans, who kissed the toe of the Em- 
ror Pontifex Maximus. The Druids kissed 
eir high priest’s toe a thousand vears B. CL 
In ancient Rome kissing was a religious act. The 
nearest friend of a dying oo performed the 
rite of receiving his soul a kiss, supposin 
that it escaped through his lips at the moment o 
death. According to Pliny, Kissing became com- 
mon through the fondness of the Roman 1€s 
for wine, and kissing was resorted to by their 
husbaads and near relatives as the easiest way of 
discovering the quality of their libations. in 
these degenerate days the scheme seems to 
reversed. Constantine made a law that, if a man 
kissed his betrothed, she gained thereby one-half 
of his effecis sheuld he die before the completion 
of the ceremony, aud, should the lady berselt 
die,.under the same circumstances, her nearest of 
kin would take the half due tu ber, a kiss amon 
the ancients being deemed a pledge of plighte 
faith.

Kissing was universally practiced among the 
early Christians as a part of their religious rites, 
and it still lingers among the Greek and Roman 
churches.@The Council of Carthage forbade all re- 
ligions kissing amoug the sexes, although St. Pe- 
ter favored it. The puritans. independents and 
the like sternly reprobated the custom of Kissing. 
John Bunyan said “it was not a comely sight,” 
and*when some urged the holy kiss he asked 
them ;“‘why they made baulks;” “why they did 
salute the most handsome and let the ill-favored 
ones go.” Evidently honest John Knew the 
world. Under the “blue laws” of Connecticut bo 
woman Was allowed to kiss even her child on the 
Sabbath or fasting day under heavy penalties. 
Kissing was uvknown in England until the 
Princess Rowena, daughter of sing Hengist of 
Friesland, introduced it. At a banquet given 
by the British monarch to his allies, the Princess, 

ter pressing the brimming goblet to her lips, 
saluted the astonished Vortegern with a preity 
litle kiss, after the manner in vogue among tle 
Saxons. After such av introduction it of course 
soon became a national institution, and the En- 
glish became renowned all over Europe for Kiss- 
ing. Thus Cavendish, in his life of Woisey, says: 
“And when she, with her train, came all oat, she 
said tome: ‘Forasmuch,’ quoth she, ‘as ye be an 
Englishman, wiose customisin your own coun- 
try to kiss all ladies and gentlewomen without 
offense, and although it be not so herein this 
realm, yet will lbe so bold to kiss you, and so 
shail ail my maidens.’” Whittock, at the court 
of Queen Christiana of Sweden, was commanded 
to teach her ladies the 
ENGLISH MODE OF SALUTATION, 
which, after some pretty defenses, their lips 
obeyed, and Whittock most readily. 
ln those days Kissing Was as common among 
the men as it is to-day in France, and the Kissing 
dance allowed the privilege of a kiss from the 
fair partner. Should anyoue wishto revive this 
beautiful custom, a kissing figure could be easily 
introduced into, say, the lancers. arditi’s “1 
Bacia” would be appropriate, and for a change 
there is the kiss waltZ in Offenbach’s “Barve 
Bleue.”

When Maria Stuart kissed Alain Chartier. the 
poet, whom she found gs and who was re- 
inarkable for his ugliness, she said:

“We are on the look-out for visiting crooks, just 
now,” said a detective to a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter this morning, as the former closely eyed 
the passing crowd on Fifth sireet. 

“Why. do You -expeur- many” COMeTS” OF wna 
kina?” the reporter asked. 

Dp“ Well, yes,”’ was the answer; ‘‘you see this Fair 
has been more extensively advertised than any of 
its predecessors, and it is thought a larger repre- 
sentation than usual will be on hand from 
the country. Grangers, you know, are the 
crooks’ pie every time, and for that reason I think 
the latter will muster up courage and take the 
chances of being caught for the sake of

they seein sight. Last year we locked up five, 
and Ido not suppose thcre were twenty in all 


visited the town. They are too much @fraid of 
being caught, you understand, for it is generally 
known to the crooks of the country that just as 
soon as the St. Louis police set eyes upon them 
they are collared and it means a week in the 
hold over’ at apy rate.

“Whatis the average attendance of crooks in 
St. Louis during our Fair season?” 
“The first year I was on the force, about twelve 
years ago, we locked up 160 of them, and there 
were about as 
MANY MORE WE DIDN'T GET. 
Sinee then the attendance bas steadily decreased 
down to last year, when we nipped only five.” 
“Where do they cone from?” 
“Principally from Cincinnati and Chicago, but 
Detroit is the home of a great many clever thiev 
who occasionally visithere. A few who work th 
South and West, and have their families in St. 
Louis, oceasionaily steal a visit. but they are too 
well known to —_——— any work. We keep a 
sharp eye on those fellows, and they never venture 
around here at Fair time. it dou’t pay them, 
The bold-over has too many terrors for them, and, 
like the crooks that don’t belung here, they think 
the St. Louls police the severest and the town the 
meanest for them in the United States. The ap- 
proaching close of the circus season may send fh 
@ lot of fakirs, who are the most dangerous class 
crooks. What? circuses still « tolerate 
fakirs? Well, I should say they did. ‘Fakir’ is 
only the circus slang for thieves, and the best 
shows—even the biggest that come here—have 
fakirs in their train.. You don’t see them because 
they stay on the other side of the river when the 
circus shows here. They kuow better than to 
poke their noses into a town like this.”

Some Chicago provision pointers. Thereisa 
good demand for short rib sides for shipment 
South, anditis understood that about 2,000,000 
Ibs have been purchased lately for that purpose. 
Shorts are said te be afraid of a squeeze in lard. 
Some parties are buying up short rib sides for 
January.——Beerbohm this morning quotes spot 
wheat “firmer,” but marks red winter down 14. 
He appears to have a queer idea of a firmer mar- 
ket.——The bulls on corn invoked the assistance 
of a cold wave again, and it came swooping down 
from the Northwest.——The official report of the 
visible supply for September 15 shows a gain on 


September 8 of 96T,000 bu in wheat, 1,106,000 bu in 
corn, 314,000 bu oats and 343,000 buinrye. For 
the same period last year the increase was 856,000 
bu in wheat, 111,000 bu in corn and 16,000 bu in 
rye, and a decrease of 483,000 bu in oats.——About 
all the principal receivers of wheat in this mar- 
ket concur inthe statement that a marked fall- 
ing off im the receipts will be seen from 
now on. Their advices and bills of lading now re- 
ceived show this. In some sections the farmers 
and the shippers have their wheat stored and in- 
tend to hold for higher prices. Some of them say 
they will hold until next spring, if necessary. 
Country mills in Missouri and eisewhere are saia 
to be buying freely, and paying prices that are 
relatively much higher than preseut ruling rates 
in St. Louis. In consequence of this, conserva- 
tive operators are taking in sail and shaping their 
course more in the probable shape the market 
will be.——A Chicago telegram says that the 
crowd jumped inand bought wheat this morn- 
ing on “impulse,” and later on sold it on 
“reflection.”’——Carrington & Co., of Toledo, 
wired Small & Rasin: “Receipts 125 cars 
wheat. What shall we do with it?’ This 
conundrum was shown around the pit and drew 
out the following responses: E. O, Stanard, “Give 
it up; George Morton, “Let 1t go to Hades ;”’ Us- 
wald Graves, “Git. in and getit;” J. C. Ewald, 
“Bad market for conundrums;” D. R. Francis, 
“Bank 1t;” D. P. Grier, “Sit down on it and hold 
it for 10c. advance;” T. Walsingham Carter, 
“Lock it up; will bring more money soon;” Jim 
Hamlin, “Stick it.’——A city miller states that 
his latest offers on flour from Europe 
are the lowest he ever received: even 
lower than when. wheat was 80c. a busiiel. 
—In conversation with a number of leading 
grain operators on the floor, the reporter was im- 
pressed with the at spec -in whea 
turning tothe bull side. All the 
talk was of decreas receipts and supplies, an 
improved demand and that wheat was cheap 
enough. Quite a number of heavy speculators 
here, who, but a short time ago, were rampant 
bears, have bought in their short wheat, bave tak- 
eu in and are still buying onthe long side and 
talk bullish. The same conditions are said to 
pa in Chicago.——But the remarks of a long- 
eaded member, about the above, is worthy of no- 
tice, Saidhe: “You will find that wnen wheat 
advances most of these men in there,’ indicating 
the pit, ‘are wildto buy and talk very bullisi, 
put if it breaks doWn, as yesterday afternoon. 
they climb over one apbother to’ sell.”"——In an- 
swer to an inquiry, Dreyfus, a leading Kuropean 
buyer in New York, telegraphs Fath, Ewaida & 
Co.: “Itis all humbug. There is not the slightest 
sign of an export demand yet, and not likely to 
come for some tilue.”’ 

To-day there was astrong advance in wheat 
that really looked like a healthy reaction. The 
advance was started in Chicago by corn going up 
rapidly in price, this having a decidedly strength- 
ening effect upon wheat. Subsequently European 
cabies came in firmer and steadier for the mar- 
Kets of London, Liverpool and France, and this 
started atree buying movement. Nearly all ad- 
vices received here from New York and Chicago 
were bullish in tenor, representing a healthy feel- 
ing and active demand. Locally the tone was de- 
cidedly better.

The Paris Tribunal of Commerce has rendered 
a judgment tn the case of the Union Generale, an- 
nulling the last three issues of shares of that con- 
cern for increasing its capital stock, condemning 
the directors to pay twenty commission acents 
1,900,000 francs and refusing to declare the compa- 
ny legally non-existent. 
The people of the United States ery out against 
the enormously increased capita! of corporations 
enjoying valuable franchises, from the success of 
which the public has aright to derive some bene- 
fit. Railroads whose fares ought to be reduced as 
their profits increase, telegraph lines the rates of 
which, in the interest of trade and commerce and 
forthe public convenience, should be made as 
moderate as possible, water their stock three or 
four fold as their dividends swell, instead of low- 
ering their charges. The people derive no ben- 
efit, although they grant the franchise. 
Give us here the law that prevails in France 
and we shall have no railroads and telegraph 
lines with stock watered four times over the orig- 
inal amount, while the people are made to pay 
liberal dividends on the fraudulent capital.

DR. LEWIS TALKS.
